That the Supreme Authority 
hath been committed by our Lord Chrift to 
an. Aſſembly. of Biſhops, or Paſtors, which the 
Pope himſelf is to ſubmit to, in thoſe things 
which regard the Faith; the Extirpation « 5 
Hereſie, and the Reformation of the Church; 


and this has been ſolemnly determin'd by 


our Galick Clergy, in the General Councils of 
Conſtans and Baſil, and maintained all along by 
the ſeveral ſacred Orders of the Clergy of 
Paris. We alſo hold that the Decrees of the 
Roman Pontiff are not an infallible Rule of 
Faith, without the Approbation of the uni- 
verſal Church. That Chriſt has not given 
the Pope, whoſe Power is meerly ſpiritual, 
an Authority over ſecular Kingdoms directly 
or indirectly; and that he cannot, on any Ac- 
count or religious Pretence whatſoever, ab- 
ſolve any Subjeck from their. Obedience. or 
Oaths of Allegiance. The Roman See knows 
very well, that we thus think and teach; 
and if there be any, who, ſtretching the 
Prerogative of the Pontiff further, . differ 
in Opinion from us, we do not however break 
Peace with them, nor they with us, but we 
all continue in the ſame. Communion: for- 
aſmuch as theſe Differences in Opinions do 
not concern the Belief of the Roman Primacy 
it ſelf, But this we muſt add, that what-

in thoſe Overtures that have been made for re- 


conciling the Latin and Greet Churches. What 


ſhould then hinder a happy Union of the Rſ- 
fian and Latin Churches? Shall their Opinion of 
the Proceeding of the Holy Ghoſt barr it?

rhe Holy Ghoſt proceeds from the Father, thro” 
the Son? ts it only, as ſome of the Greeks, no” 
great Lovers of Peace, do contend, that the Holy 
Ghoſt proceeds indeed from the Father ; but that 
the Father and the Son are of one and the ſame 
Subſtance © (ia). Now if this be the right Ex- 
lication of the Words, it may. for the very ſame 
Reaſon be aid, that the Son proceeds from the 
; Father through the Holy Ghoſt, ſeeing the Son 
Proceeds from the Father, and the Father a 
Holy Ghoſt are of the ſelf-ſame Subſtance. But 
no one Greet ever faid, that the Son proceeds 
from the Father through the Holy Ghoſt. 80 
that the Expreffion we read in the holy Fathers, 
muft be underſtood in a larger Senſe, (viz.) that 
the Holy Ghoſt proceeds from the Father thro' 
the Son; that they are not only of the fame 
| Subſtance, but that both Perſous are one and the 
fame Principle, and that the Holy Ghoſt pro- 
eeeds from Roth: though *tis the Father hag 
given this Power to the Son, that as the Holy 
Spirit proceeds from the Father, ſo he ſhould 
alſo proceed from the Son; as if one Light be 
kindled by another Light, and they two together 
roduce a third, (which Simile & St. Gregory Niſſene 
uſes,) then the third may be properly {aid to pro- 
ceed not only from the firſt immediately, but al- 
fo from the firſt thro? the ſecond. And this is 
what the Latin Church profeſſes in its Belief, that 
the Holy Ghoft proceeds from the Father and 
the Son, and both theſe Ways of Speaking, (if 
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Church, were of the ſame Opinion in this Mat- 
ter, might be eaſily proved; but the narrow 


rightly interpreted) have the ſame Meaning. A- 
nother Reaſon, why the Latin Church confeſſes 


that the Holy Ghoſt proceeds from the Father 
and the Son is, becauſe they have received this 


Way of expreſſing this Article by Tradition 


from the holy Fathers, and the Councils. Let us 


hear Epiphanius : The H oly Ghoſt is always with 


the Father and the Son; not as a Brother of the 
Father's, not as one begotten. or created, nor as 
a Brother of the Son's, or the Father's Grand- 


ſon, but proceeding from the Father, and receiv- 
ing from the Son, not differing from the Father 
and the Son, but of the ſame Subſtance and Di- 
vinity of the Father and the Son. To the ſame 


Purpole ſaith St. Cyril of Alexandria, in his Sy no- 


dical Letter, written in his own and the Council's 


Name, to Neſtorius, which Doctrine he conſtantly 
aſſerts in his ſucceeding Writings, and cannot 


be ſaid to have ever receded from it. And that 


St. Athanaſius, Baſil the Great, and Didymus, with 


many others of the holy Fathers of the Eaſtern 
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Limits of this Writing will not allow it, The 


Ruſſians themſelves know very well, that among 
the Latins, Hilary the Great, St. Ambroſe, Auguſtin, 
Leo, and many more, were of this Mind. Why 


then ſhould the Ruſſan Church be averſe to com- 
mune with thoſe, whom they know to hold no- 
thing for a Doftrine of Faith, but what has been 
5 down to them by the holy Fathers of 
both Churches, and comes recommended by no 


leſs Authority than that of the General Council? 


Now, what we believe in our Hearts, who can

blame us, for confeſſing the ſame with - Our 


Mouths 75 Eſpecially fince the Latin Church al- 
lows thoſe of the Greek, who return to their Com- 


munion, and agree with them on this Head, to re-

Thirdly, The withdrawing of the Greek from 
the Latin Church, did not take its riſe from this 
Point, there is no mention made in Michael Cirru- 
larius and Leo Acridanus's Letters of the Pro- 
ceeding of the Holy Ghoſt, nor in thoſe of ay 
the Ninth, nor. doth Peter the Antiochean Patri- 
arch, in his Letter to Dominicus Gradenſis, alledge 
this as one of the Cauſes of their firſt Difference; 
but ſays plainly, that Michael Cærularius finds 


fault with no other of the Tenets of the Latins, | 


but that of the unleavened Bread. And even 
Michael Cerularius the Patriach himſelf, the Ring- 
leader of this Schiſm, doth not object any thing 
elſe to the Latin Church, but the unleavened 
Bread, their not ſinging Halleluja in Lent, and ſuch 
like. But how frivolous are theſe Objections, 
and of how little Weight? Yet did he not ſcru- 
ple, with ſome few Suffragan Biſhops, to ſhut up 
the Churches of the Latins, and to Excommuni- 


cate the Roman Pontiff, and all the Weſt, who 


ſubmitted to his Diſcipline ; and this without 
Previous Examination, or judicial Proceedings in 
Form, or fair Hearing of both Sides, or any Au- 
thority of Council. Concerning which, Leo IX. 
Pope of Rome, expoſtulates in a mild Manner, 
and lays before him the Tenderneſs of the true 
Mother, whoſe Bowels are ſaid, in Solomon's Hi- 
tory, to haye yearn'd, becauſe ſhe could not 155 
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her own Son divided. Adding withal, that the 
Differing in Cuſtoms and Forms, which the Cir- 
cumſtances of Time and Place require, do not 
hinder the Salyation of the Believer 
as Faith only worketh by Love, and doing all 
8 that can be done, commendeth ys to 
Go 3 TE ee ek . wh A e „ 
Theſe were the Beginnings of the Separation 
of the Greek, and conſequently of the Ruſſian, from 
the Latin Church, which indeed ought to be well 
remembred, ſeeing Conſequences are to be judg- 
ed by their Antecedents. And ever fince thoſe 
firſt fatal Times, we are in great Affliction and 
continual ſorrow at Heart for our Brethren, * 
But not to mention here, that the Latin Church 
hath not negle&ed any thing in her Power to re- 
move the Schiſm, which did not take its riſe 
from her, it will ſuffice to add only, that no- 
thing could be more acceptabe to us, than an hap- 
Ipy Union; as nothing is more deteſtable to us 
than Schiſm. How greatly we ought to abhor 
ſeparating from the Communion of the Romiſh 
Church, is what we are moſt earneſtly exhorted 
to by St. Cyprian and St. Firmilian, notwithſtand- 
ing they both had had very hot Diſputes (if e- 
ver there were any) with the See of Rome. Who

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Iinſinuating the ſame thing, lays this Truth before 
us, admoniſhing us in theſe Words: © I beſeech 
( you, Brethren, in the Name of our Lord Insus 
* Cunisr, that ye ſpeak the ſame thing, and 
ee that there be no Diviſion. among you. To 
which Words, abounding with ſo much xe þ 
we ſhall only add a very pious Admonition of a 
more modern Greek, Theorianus by Name, who 
afer he had owned that the conſecrating of un-

and that this was the Opinion of all the Lin
